Action On Proposal 
To Raise Levy 


Escanaba Council Votes 
$1,000 To Aid War Fund 


The Escanaba city council last 
night tabled a proposal 
to 
in­ 
crease the tax levy to provide a 
city industrial development fund, 
but 
indicated its willingness to 
continue its cooperation with the 
Chamber of Commerce in obtain­ 
ing and helping finance new in­ 
dustries for the city. 
The 
city 
has worked closely 
with the Chamber of Commerce 
industrial committee in bringing 
two new industries here, and has 
assisted financially in the last en­ 
terprise, 
the location of a gar­ 
ment factory. The city purchased 
the building and now holds title 
to the property, leasing it to the 
garment manufacturer. 
Reluctance 
of 
the council to 
adopt 
a 
suggested 
resolution 
which would place before the citi­ 
zens of the city at a special refer­ 
endum the question of increasing 
the tax levy by one and one-half 
mills was seen as the result 
of 
fears that should the proposal he 
rejected bv the citizens, the coun­ 
cil would feel itself obligated to 
a policy of refusing to 
aid 
the 
Chamber of Commrece in the fu­ 
ture, no matter how worthy the 
cause. 
The council indicated it 
would prefer to continue on the 
same cooperative basis it has fol­ 
lowed in the past. 
Decision of the council was ar­ 
rived at only after 
considerable 
discussion. Joining in the discus­ 
sion was a committee represent­ 
ing the St. Joseph’s Home 
and 
School association. 
which 
was 
present to learn more of the pro­ 
posed industrial tax plan. 
The council apparently was also 
influenced by the recent decision 
of 
Stephen 
L. 
Garber, 
former 
Chamber of Commerce secretary 
and industrial committee “ spark­ 
plug,” to resign here and accept a 
position as city utilities manager 
at Marquette. 
In 
its 
discussion the council 
made It clear that no p a rt of city 
funds, except for a small amount 
expended for promotion work, has 
not been under direct control of 
the council. In any industrial en­ 
terprise in which the city has co­ 
operated with the 
Chamber 
of 
Commerce, the city retains title to 
property and protects the interest 
of the taxpayer. 
This arrangement exists so far 
only on the latest Industry, 
the 
garment factory in 
the 
former 
Pontiac garage. The first indus­ 
try. located in the form er Tannery 
building near Wells, was financed 
entirely by the Chamber of Com­ 
merce, it was explained.
